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Blonde Hair

Bleached hair really cannot be} 
shampooed in the same nonchalant | 


manner that a virgin head of hait 
usually is.

Continued from Pege Nine 
city’s interest obligations, 
principal could be deferred 


“In preparing the 1937 budget I 
wish to definitely recommend to 


Council that the rate on property 
shall not exceed 45 mills and that 
adjustments to our finances and 
other sources of revenue should 
be found in order to adjust the 
difference. When I use the word 
‘adjustment’ I have in mind the 
cutting of interest rates, the full 
capitalization of Civic Relief that 
rightly belongs to the Dominion 
Government and the payments to 
the Sinking Fund be limited to 
be sufficient to take care of our 
interest obligation. Any principal 
can be deferred,” said the mayor. 

“It necessary follows that we owe 
to our creditors the strictest econ- 
omy in our operations, Therefore, 
we will have to thoroughly exam- 
| ine all proposed expenditures. 


| RELIEVE PROPERTY 

“The above suggested rate of 45 
mills does not satisfy the persistent 
demands of the Property Owners 
Association but is a great stride in 
that direction. 

“The point I wish to emphasize 
is that we now, this year, make a 
step in that direction with the 
hope that future Councils will 

ultimately reach the goal of a 
reasonable mill rate as applied to 
| property. 

“It is generally conceded by all 
incuding the Alberta Taxation In- 
quiry Board that relief is long over- 
due on property taxation. 

“Right here I wish to draw your 
attention to just what has been 
happening fo the past few years 
In 1914 our assessment was 191 mil- 
lions, in 1931 it was 66 millions and 
in 1936 it was 54 millions. By this | 
| you will see that our assessments 
have gradually decreased which 
necessarily raises mill rates in or- 
der to raise the amount of our an- 
nual budget.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT COSTS 


Dealing with relief costs

unemployment relief has grown 
from a net expenditure by the

“A great many statistics are 
given these days to prove that 
unemployment is decreasing but 
this can only be true of Eastern 
Canada where the bulk of manu- 
facturing plants are located and is 
certainly not true in this city. In 
other words the Dominion gov- 
ernment’s policies are assisting 
the people of the east and who at 
the same time enjoy a free mar- 
ket of Western Canada,” 


SCHOOL COSTS 

“Coming now to the provincial 
government,” he continues “We 
ere obliged to levy for schools, pub- 
lic and separate, an amount of ap- 
proximately $1,400,000. The provin-
